Among  the  many  important  improvements  to  take  place 
this  season,  is  the  completion  of  the  Grand  Opera  House,  and 
erection  of  a  new  hotel.  The  old  Mayer  House  will  be  razed  to 
the  ground  and  a  new  and  stately  ediiice,  embracing  all  the 
modern  improvements  and  conveniences,  will  be  erected, 
that  will  cost  a  round  hundred  thousand  dollars,  furnishing 
accommodation  for  125  guests.  Mr.  George  J.  E.  Mayer  will 
do  justice  to  the  work  in  hand,  and  will  sustain  his  reputa- 
tion as  a  popular  and  successful  caterer  to  the  public.

THIRD-CLASS   COMPRLSES 

Books  (printed  and  blank,)  transient  newspapers  and  periodicals,  circulars  and 
other  matter  wholly  in  print,  proof-sheet,  and  corrected  proof-sheets  and  manu- 
script copy  accompanying  the  same,  prices  current,  with  prices  filled  out  in  writ- 
ing (provided  such  writing  is  not  in  the  nature  of  personal  correspondence),  hand 
bills,  posters,  chromo-lithographs,  photographic  and  stereoscopic  views,  with  title 
written  thei'eon,  printed  blanks,  printed  cards, etc.,  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  each 
two  ounces  or  fractional  part  tliereof.  All  packages  of  third-class  matter  must 
be  wrapped  with  open  sides  or  ends,  in  order  that  ))0stmasters  may  readily  ex- 
amine their  contents.  Third-class  matter  may  also  be  registered.  The  limit  of 
weight  of  packages  is  four  pounds. 

FOURTH-CLASS   COMPRISES 

Blank  cards,  card-board,  and  other  flexible  material,  flexible  patterns,  letter  en- 
velopes, and  letter  paper  without  writing  thereon,  merchandise  and  samples  of 
merchandise,  models,  ornamented  paper,  sample  cards,  samples  of  ores,  metals, 
minerals,  seeds,  cuttings,  bulbs,  roots,  sclcnis,  drawings,  plans,.designs.  Postage 
rate  thereon  one  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fractional  part.  The  sender  may  write  or 
print  his  own  name  or  address,  preceded  by  the  word  "from."  The  mimes  and 
number  of  the  article  inclosed  may  be  written  or  printed  thereon,  or  attached  by 
tag  or  label.    The  limit  ol;  weight  is  four  pounds. 

Glass,  liquids,  poisons,  explosives,  and  other  dangerous  matters  are  excluded.
